for revision of statewide pest 
quarantine, detection and sur- 
vey programs as prepared by 
the State Department of Agri- 
culture.

Allen Lemmon, Assistant Di- 
rector, California State Depart - 
ment of Agriculture; Dave Bing- 
ham, Chief, Bureau of Plant 
Quarantine; 
Robert 
Harper, 


Chief, Bureau of Entomology; 
Alex French, Nematology Pro- 
gram Supervisor, and Charles 
Siebe, Vertebrate Pest Control 
Specialist. 
Bureau Chief Dave Bingham 
presented the proposal in de- 
tail which calls for a new ap- 
proach to plant quarantine en- 
forcement built around an in- 
tensified survey and detection 
program throughout the state. 
Included is a proposed increase 
in terminal inspection activities 
within the state 
to replace 


a phase out of automobile bor- 
der inspection stations. 


Bruce Wade, Shasta County 


Agricultural Commissioner and 


President of the California As- 
sociation of County Agricultural 
Commissioners, reviewed the 
studies being made into the pro- 
posal by other Commissioner's 
Associations in the state. Deep 
concern has been 
expressed 


throughout the state as to the 
effect of the department's pro- 
posal both as to the protection 
of agricultural and horticultur- 
al interests and a predicted 
increased cost to county opera- 
tions.

O//ve Orchard Brings 
Back Vivid Memories

The other night as I drove 
past Sam Bonello's olive or- 
chard in El Camino I noticed 
many new lights burning late 
into the night. It could be noth- 
ing else but a crew camped there 
for the harvest. The next day 
I returned to talk to them. 
Olive trees have a special 
hold on me. I suppose I will 
never break that hold, but it is 
perfectly alright with me. This 
attraction has 
nothing to do 


really with the facts and figures 
of agriculture, but in another 
way it has everything to do with 
agriculture. I have never made 
a penny off an olive and many 
people with many olive trees are 
in the same situation. An olive 
orchard is simply a great place 
to be, and they have an unusual 
charm. 
Three years ago; before a 
hitch in the army and before the 
course of events that were to 
lead me to Tehama County had 
come about and taken hold, I 
was privileged to live in an olive 
orchard. I grew to love it, to re- 
spect it and to know it. 
This orchard, fifty acres in 
all, was tucked away in the hills 
in back of Santa Barbara. After 
a terrible fire had burned the 
orchard and everything else in 
sight, I became soleresident.lt 
was my own little empire of na- 
ked olive trees, burned to a 
crisp. They were a stark con- 
trast to the red adobe hillsides 
on which they grew. The con- 
trast in my mind was even more 
severe; I remembered how de- 
lightful it had all been before 
the fire. 
The Santa Barbara area has the 
benefit of a delightful Mediter- 
ranean climate and olives were 
planted there quite early in the 
state's history. My orchard was 
well over 
150 years old and 


going strong. The trees actually 
defy death and grow and pro- 
duce for at least a thousand 
years in the old world. 


What I liked most, however, 
were the leaves, thick and lea- 
thery, perfect for the climate. 
Their dark green tops hid a soft 
underside that shimmered in the 
wind and made the orchard ap- 
pear to be a billion pieces of 
broken bits of mirror, all dan- 
cing. 
The wood was hard and beauti- 
ful with an intense fragrance 
when split. It is wonderful to 
carve and is the very best fire- 
wood. It is hard to get for that 
purpose, but when I had some to 
sell it went for $60 a cord to 
people, always old, who remem - 
bered burning it when they were 
young and it was available. 
These trees, although burned, 
could hardly wait until spring to 
send up new shoots. When the 
weather changed the rebirth was 
fantastic. 
New shoots came 


bursting from the seemingly 
dead roots and reached heights 
of 15 feet the first spring. 


As can be seen, olive trees 
are virtually indestructable and 
profitable. The profit in the pop- 
ulated portion of our state does 
not come from the fruit any- 
more, but from the tree itself. 
One man I knew, for example, 
sold mature trees for land- 
scaping purposes, a very pop- 
ular thing down south. He would 
dig them out, chop the roots to 
death, haul them away and stick 
them in someone's yard for $250 
per tree. One time he wrapped 
a chain around the trunk of a 
tree, hitched it to his jeep and 
dragged that tree more than 
20 miles down paved roads to a 
customer's home. The road 
showed the wear, not the tree. 
During the war, 1 was told, the 
olives were last harvested off 
my orchard. It seems shipments 
of olive oil from Italy were 
scarce and the whole thing be- 
came profitable.Whole teams of 
football players from the high 
school 
earned money on the 


project. Since then, however, 
the trees have been left pretty 


Olive Picking Machine 
Tried Out At Lindsay 


LINDSAY — A mechanical 


shaker designed to harvest Call, 
fornia's olive crop was tested 
under field conditions this week 
in Lindsay. The outer space 
appearing machine has been 
built by Consolidated 
Olive 


Growers, the large cooperative 
whose principal pack is the 
Lindsay brand. 


The test proved olives can 


successfully be shaken from the 
tree limbs, according to Max» 
well C. King, Jr., general man. 
ager of the olive cooperative, 
but the present catching frame 
must be improved before the 
shaker can be used on a com. 
mercial basis. 


"When the mechanical shak. 


er is perfected for field harvest- 
ing, we estimate that the olive 


growers' cost of harvesting can 
be cut In half," King said. 


The Lindsay machine is self- 


propelled and consists of a 
telescopic arm equipped with a 
hand-like gadget at the ter« 
minus. The arm reaches cut to 
the olive tree and the hand 
clamps around the upper trunk 
or a large limb. The operator 
sits in a tractor type seat to 
manipulate the multiple con» 
trols. 


Compressed air activates the 


shaker and the tree is shaken 
violently so that the olives fall 
from the tree into a catching 
frame which prevent bruising. 
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much to themselves. 
Not so with Sam Bonello's or- 
chard. It is alive with activity. 
The only local involved in the 
harvest is Ashton Barstow who 
keeps an eye on the place year 
round and has his hands full 
right now. The others, 19 pick- 
ers in all with one woman who 
does 
the cooking, are 
all 


migrant workers who work Bon- 
ello's orchard every year. Most 
of them are Mexican. They are 
a hard working and jovial crew 
and have come here after work- 
ing various other crops around 
the state. 
According to foreman Jesse 


Rivera the men are making a 
good wage. Most pick 8 to 13 
boxes a day, but his champion, 
Jose Garcia, can pick as many 
as 40. All the work is still done 
by hand. The men are issued 
cards for each box picked and 
redeem the cards later for their 
wages. 
Rivera said that the crop on 
Bonello's trees this year is 
only fair. This can be consid- 
ered lucky In light of whatWal- 
ly Schreader, 
farm advisor, 


told me. 


"Some orchards," he said, 
"are yielding five to six tons 
per acre while the orchard 
right next to them is yielding 
virtually nothing." 
Part of the problem is mites, 
he continued, but he is not sure 
that is all of it. One would have 
to be here to see the trees in 
blossom in order to tell if poor 
pollenization had anything to do 
with it. One thing is sure, the 
difference in orchards this year 
is startling.

It is hard to get for that 
purpose, but when I had some to 
sell it went for $60 a cord to 
people, always old, who remem - 
bered burning it when they were 
young and it was available. 
These trees, although burned, 
could hardly wait until spring to 
send up new shoots. When the 
weather changed the rebirth was 
fantastic. 
New 
shoots came 
bursting from the seemingly 
dead roots and reached heights 
of 15 feet the first spring. 
As can be seen, olive trees 
are virtually indestructable and 
profitable. The profit in the pop­ 
ulated portion of our state does 
not come from the fruit any­ 
more, but from the tree Itself.

Since then, however, 
the trees have been left pretty 
Olive Picking Machine 
Tried Out At Lindsay 


LINDSAY — A mechanical 
shaker designed to harvest Cali­ 
fornia’s olive crop was tested 
under field conditions this week 
in Lindsay. The outer space 
appearing machine has been 
built by 
Consolidated 
Olive 
Growers, the large cooperative 
whose 
principal pack is the 
Lindsay brand. 
The test proved olives can 
successfully be shaken from the 
tree limbs, according to Max­ 
well C. King, J r., general maiw 
ager of the olive cooperative, 
but the present catching frame 
must be improved before the 
shaker can be used on a com­ 
m ercial basis. 
“ When the mechanical shak­ 
er is perfected for field harvest­ 
ing, we estim ate that the olive 


growers’ cost of harvesting can 
be cut in half,’’ King said. 
The Lindsay machine is self- 
propelled and consists of a 
telescopic arm equipped with a 
hand-like gadget at the ter­ 
minus.

Pop Bands Find Road 
To Fame Not So Easy 


LOS ANGELES (AP)- Many a 
teen-ager dreams of forming a 
rock combo and finding fame and 
fortune in today’s white-hot pop 
music market. 
And many a teen-ager has his 
hopes destroyed when he faces 
the fiscal facts of life. It takes 
more talent to become another 
Rolling Stone or a member of 
the Fifth Dimension. It also 
takes plenty of cold cash. 
This was disclosed in a talk 
with Jim Pendergast, a young 
San Franciscan who has been 
road manager and is now “ in­ 
vestor” in a hopeful 
group 
called the Mint Tattoo. It con­ 
sists of only three musicians: 
Bruce Stephans, lead guitar and 
lead singer; Burns 
Kellogg, 
bass guitar; 
Gregg Thomas, 
drums. The first two are from 
Sacramento, Thomas is from 
Chicago; all are 21 and shaggy- 
haired in the rock tradition. 
The Mint 
Tattoo is one of 
those groups that hasn’t quite 
made it. To make it, you need to 
score with a hit record, and the 
trio hopes to do just that with a 
new recording contract.Mean­ 
while the boys are struggling to 
survive in the rock jungle. 
It isn’t easy. Pendergast fig­ 
ures that the guitars, drums and 
an electric piano amount to an 
investment of $2,000. The big 


expense comes with the speak­ 
er cabinets that blast the sound 
to the youthful audiences. Each 
player has four cabinets, for a 
total cost of $6,000. 
’’You need strong amplifiers 
for the voices to be heard over 
the instruments,” Pendergast 
explained. “ After each engage­ 
ment, the equipment 
usually 
has to go back into the shop for 
repairs. 
“ Tubes blow and transistors 
wear out. Often the instruments 
need to be repaired as well.” 
Travel is an expensive item 
for rock groups. Pendergast ci­ 
ted one well-known group that 
toured the United States and 
England, 
earning 
$136,000 
in salaries. Take-home pay was 
$6,000. 
“ It’s hard to get financing for 
rock 
groups,” 
Pendergast 
pointed out. “ Banks are reluct­ 
ant, considering musicians bad 
risks.

And many a teen-ager has his 
hopes destroyed when he faces 
the fiscal facts of life. It takes 
more talent to become another 
Rolling Stone or a member of 
the Fifth Dimension.

This was disclosed in a talk 
with Jim Pendergast, a young 
San Franciscan who has been 
road manager and is now "in ­ 
vestor” in a hopeful

has to go back into the shop for 
repairs. 
"Tubes blow and transistors 
wear out. Often the instruments 
need to be repaired as well." 
Travel is an expensive item 
for rock groups. Pendergast ci­ 
ted one well-known group that 
toured the United States and 
England, 
earning 
$136,000 
in salaries. Take-home pay was 
$6,000. 
"It’s hard to get financing for 
rock 
groups," 
Pendergast 
pointed out. "Banks are reluct­ 
ant, considering musicians bad 
risks.
